OUGHT-TO-BE 
IN EARLY life we pay so little attention to things as they are, but as life 
moves rapidly on, and we find ourselves no longer with the ginger of 18, 
we begin to look at everything in a more critical sense. 
This and that 
ought-to-be—well, very much different ! 
All too often ive resent the fresh ideas of experience. We have created 
standards of our own. We see from our own eyes. 
Often this vision is 
somewhat dimmed, and quite often—unrecognized by us—blind! 
It is at such times that we grow rather grouchy and envision things 
as they ought-to-be, instead of as they are. or as it is best that they should 
be. It irritates us to see others have their own way and we having no say 
about it. 
We can eliminate much of our worry and a great deal of irritation, by 
adopting a gospel of acceptance for ourselves. At first this comes to us 
as rather difficult—but the idea grows upon one and when it is taken in I 
as an owned principle of action, an unusually peaceful attitude of mind 
is the result. 
How can we prove that something ought-to-be—different than it is, 
or as someone else has decreed that it should be? Are we always respon­ 
sible and final authorities? Perhaps—but perhaps notf 
I have listened to the ought-to-be advocate for hours. More often 
than not he is a bore, or is an object of amusement. He tells you how you 
should write, or paint, or sing, or dress, or how you should think. Usually 
he knows nothing about any of these interesting avocations. 
But that 
makes no difference. He can tell you how to run your business or how to 
make a lot of money—though he never had a business of his own or ever 
eaved enough with which to bury himself. 
He’s just an ought-to-be 
thinker. 
Plenty of things ought-to-be different and better—but unless we have 
a safe solution for a change, our best interest lies in a general and happy 
acceptance.

Duane asserted that regardless of 
the outcome he would resign his 
position providing "this humiliating 
test of Massachusetts judges is over 
with instantly.”

Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, 
May 15 (AP>—Dr. Hugo Eckener, in 
contrast to his enthusiastic welcome 
in America, was ignored at home 
Thursday after the big dirigible Hin- 
denberg returned safely from a rec­ 
ord-breaking flight to New Jersey. 
The president of the Zeppelin 
company was handed a cup on his 
arrival, but this was merely a part 
of ceremonies by the nazi governor 
for the crew of the Hindenburg. 
Thereafter Eckener was left out of 
the picture. 
Most Germans did not know Eek- 
ener was aboard and fewer know 
that the nazi leader gave him a cup. 
His name was completely ignored in 
an official news account of the Zep­ 
pelin’s arrival and only on;* Berlin 
newspaper mentioned his name. 
Dr, Eckener in Disgrace 
Dr. Eckener is in “disgrace” with 
the nazi party because of his re. 
ported failure to co-operate in th * 
recent Reichstag election campaign. 
Gen, Hermann Wilhelm Goertng, 
minister of air, sent a telegram of 
congratulations to the Zeppelin com­ 
pany, which Eckener heads. It was 
addressed to “The Zeppelin com­ 
pany” and did not mention Eckener 
in either the address or the text. 
Officials maintained silence on 
"the Eckener affair” but new orders 
apparently were issued against him 
after the Hindenburg left for Alber­ 
ca.
